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A  PREFACE. 

HEREDITY  may  account  in  no  small 
measure  for  the  coming  of  a  remark¬ 
able  woman  into  the  religious  history 
of  the  world.  That  the  daughter  of  a  humble 
New  Hampshire  farmer  should  turn  from  a 
Calvin istic  theology  to  a  more  democratic 
and  comprehensive  Christian  faith,  and  sur¬ 
vive  to  witness  the  spread  of  her  beliefs  until 
she  could  count  a  million  followers  in  all 
parts  of  the  world,  is  a  subject  for  serious 
consideration.  To  discover  that  her  descent 
was  down  a  line  of  devout  and  dogmatic 
church  folk  on  one  hand,  and  along  the  path 
of  the  early  colonial  soldiers  in  the  wars 
for  human  liberty,  on  the  other  hand,  gives 
us  at  the  best,  an  opportunity  for  psychol¬ 
ogical  study. 

To  trace  her  ancestry  through  a  score  of 
generations  has  been  no  light  task.  Geneal¬ 
ogically,  this  is,  we  believe,  the  first  attempt 
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to  record  in  enduring  form,  the  ancestry  of 
Mary  Baker  Eddy,  on  the  paternal  side  of 
Baker,  and  the  maternal  line  of  Ambrose. 
Among  the  earliest  of  the  New  England 
settlers,  the  Bakers  and  Ambroses  were 
pioneer  families  of  marked  distinction, 
as  the  almost  forgotten  local  histories 
of  Massachusetts  and  New  Hampshire 
attest  in  many  and  devious  ways. 

The  genesis  and  the  fundamentals  of  what 
is  now  termed  Christian  Science,  will  be 
found  in  the  Sermon  on  the  Mount.  *  The 
Christ  who  preached  a  religion  of  love  and 
charity  and  humbleness,  gave  to  the  world 
an  everlasting  Spiritual  truth,  which  the 
world  would  not  accept.  At  long  intervals 
since  the  day  of  the  tragedy  of  the  cross, 
teachers  and  priests  of  every  race  and  creed 
have  glimpsed  faintly  the  great  spiritual 
understanding  of  truth  and  love.  Not  until 
a  woman  of  New  England,  in  the  last  cen¬ 
tury  divined  the  immortal  truth  that  gives 
spiritual  freedom  to  mankind,  did  the  intent 
and  purpose  of  Jesus,  in  his  message  to  the

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peoples  of  the  earth,  take  firm  root  in  the 
hearts  of  men.  From  that  beginning,  of  her 
study  of  the  word  of  God,  developed  a  great 
and  powerful  organization,  which  today  en¬ 
circles  the  globe. 

Mary  Baker  Eddy  has  been  designated  as 
the  founder  of  Christian  Science.  She 
founded  the  present  world-wide  organization 
under  the  banner  of  truth  as  taught  by  Jesus, 
and  is  entitled  to  the  credit  of  her  persever¬ 
ance,  her  years  of  solitude  devoted  to  Bible 
study,  and  the  ultimate  results  of  her  devo¬ 
tion  to  a  plan  of  interpreting  the  words  and 
thoughts  of  Christ. 

She  realized  what  Christian  Science  owed 
to  the  Sermon  on  the  Mount.  In  Science  and 
Health,  page  271,  she  says:  “When  the 
Science  of  Christianity  appears,  it  will  lead 
you  to  the  truth.  The  Sermon  on  the  Mount 
is  the  essence  of  this  Science,  and  the  eternal 
life,  not  the  death  of  Jesus,  was  its  outcome.” 

Again  on  page  174,  of  Science  of  Health, 
Mrs.  Eddy  writes:  “The  voices  of  Sinai  and 
the  Sermon  on  the  Mount,  are  pursuing  and 

will  overtake  the  ages,  rebuking  in  their 
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course,  all  error,  and  proclaiming  the  king¬ 
dom  of  heaven  on  earth.” 

Mary  Baker  Eddy  having  discovered  the 
inner  spiritual  philosophy  of  Jesus,  as  given 
by  Him  in  the  Sermon  on  the  Mount,  became 
the  inspired  leader  of  a  religious  idea,  which 
marks  her  as  one  of  the  greatest  personali¬ 
ties  of  our  time.

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THE  BAKER  FAMILY. 

IN  ENGLAND  the  Bakers  were  a  Kentish 
family  as  early  as  the  Twelfth  Century. 
There  were  other  Bakers  in  other  shires, 
but  in  the  men  of  County  Kent,  our  interest 
is  manifest.  In  County  Kent,  the  Bakers 
were  of  Feversham,  Centerclen  and  Hoth- 
field.  In  Feversham,  Simon  Baker  was  on 
the  tax  rolls  as  early  as  1500.  His  son  John 
moved  to  Centerden  and  w~as  the  father  of 
a  Thomas.  This  was  not  Thomas  of  Hoth- 
field  tvho  was  baptised  in  the  parish  church 
there,  and  who  came  to  America  in  1618,  and 
settled  on  Long  Island.  Yet  another  Thom¬ 
as  had  preceded  him.  This  was  the  Thomas 
of  this  brief  genealogical  history,  Thomas,  of 
Feversham,  the  son  of  John,  and  grandson 
of  Simon. 

A  member  of  this  same  Baker  family  of 

Kent  removed  to  London  where  a  son  John 
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Baker,  became  a  famous  bookbinder  in  War- 
wicklane.  A  contemporary  writer  thus 
described  this  John  Baker:  “He  lives  in  a 
crowd  and  hurry  of  business,  yet  he  loses  not 
his  religion  in  the  midst  of  it,  but  keeps  close 
to  the  private  and  public  duties  of  divine 
worship.” 

Verily  these  Kentish  Bakers  were  a 
religious  race  and  handed  down  their  beliefs 
and  steadfastness  through  many  genera¬ 
tions. 

1.  THOMAS  BAKER. 

HOMAS  BAKER  came  hither  from 


i  County  Kent  in  1616,  making  his  home 
first  in  Roxburv,  Mass,  and  from  this 
Thomas,  of  Roxbury,  as  he  is  knownS  in 
genealogical  lore,  came  the  line  of  Mary 
Baker  Eddy.  In  Roxbury,  Thomas  married 
an  Elizabeth,  of  wThom  we  have  only  the 
slightest  knowledge.  She  died  in  1655,  hav¬ 
ing  given  to  the  world,  four  daughters,  and 
three  sons  to  bear  the  Baker  name.  After¬ 
ward,  Thomas  Baker  married  again,  in  1664, 
a  Mary  Garni  in,  who  bore  him  a  daughter  in 
his  advanced  years.  We  find  little  of  Thomas 
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in  the  old  church  records,  save  an  entry  at 
his  death,  which  occurred  in  Roxbury,  28 
January,  1683.  The  church  record  says:  “He 
was  old,  blind  and  Godlv.” 

The  sons  of  Thomas  Baker  were  John, 
Thomas  and  Joseph.  Thomas,  bom  7  Janu¬ 
ary,  1646,  was  killed  by  the  Indians  while 
serving  as  a  soldier  in  King  Phillip’s  War, 
21  April,  1676.  Of  John  we  will  have  more 
of  record.  Sarah,  married  Sebas  Jackson,  of 
Newton,  Mass.,  and  her  sister  Elizabeth 
married  Jonathan  Jackson.  There  were  two 
Marys  both  dying  young.  A  third  Mary  was 
bom  to  Thomas,  after  he  had  married  the 
second  time,  and  she.  bom  27  July,  1667, 
married  Roger  Adams. 

2.  JOHN  BAKER. 


JOHN  BAKER  was  born  in  Roxbury,  in 
1644.  He  died  7  November,  1732,  at  a 
ripe  age  of  eighty-eight.  Of  his  child¬ 
ren  there  was  another  Thomas  of  whose 
mother  we  have  neither  name  nor  date. 
Thomas,  born  26  May,  1676,  died  10  May, 
1761.  Like  his  grandfather,  he  married  twice. 
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His  first  wife  was  Sarah  Pike,  whom  he  mar¬ 
ried  in  Roxbury,  28  May,  1702.  She  died 
29  November,  1715,  in  Roxbury.  Their 
children  were: 

John,  born  in  Roxbury,  17  December, 
1705:  died  10  August,  1781,  married 
23  February,  1732,  Abigail  Draper, 
a  daughter  of  James  Draper  and 
Abigail  Childs. 

Joseph,  born  25  January,  1714,  of  whom 
later. 

After  the  death  of  Sarah  Pike,  his  first 
wife,  who  died  in  1715,  John  Baker  married 
a  young  and  no  doubt  charming  widow, 
known  as  Hannah,  who  survived  him  four 
years. 

PIKE  EXCURSUS. 

THE  PIKES  were  from  Wiltshire, 
England.  John  Pike  with  his  wrife 
and  five  children,  came  to  Salem, 
Mass.,  in  1635.  A  grandson,  John  Pike, 
married  Sarah  Moody,  in  Boston,  5  May, 
1681,  and  they  were  the  parents  of  Sarah 
Pike,  wdio  married  Thomas  Baker,  in 
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Roxburv,  28  May,  1702.  In  the  Moody 
strain  that  entered  the  blood  of  the 
Bakers,  we  find  another  religious  en¬ 
thusiast,  in  the  person  of  Joshua 
Moody,  the  father  of  Sarah.  Graduated 
from  Harvard  College  in  1653,  he  began 
preaching  in  Portsmouth,  N.  H.,  in  1658 
and,  in  July,  1671,  was  ordained  minister 
of  the  First  Church  there. 

In  16S4,  his  sturdy  religious  indepen¬ 
dence  brought  him  into  conflict  with  the 
civil  authorities  and  at  the  instigation 
of  Lieutenant-Governor  Edward  Cran- 
field  he  was  indicted  and  imprisoned 
for  thirteen  weeks  for  refusing  to  ad¬ 
minister  to  Cranfield,  Robert  Mason 
and  John  Hincks,  the  sacrament  of  the 
Lord’s  Supper,  after  the  manner  of  the 
Church  of  England.  Thereupon  he  was 
called  to  the  First  Church  of  Boston, 
to  be  assistant  to  the  Reverend  James 
Allen  and  there  he  remained  until  1692, 
when  he  returned  to  the  Portsmouth 
church,  where  he  remained  until  his 
death. 
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He  was  vigorous  in  denunciation  of 
the  Salem  witchcraft  delusion  of  1692 
and  openly  befriended  Philip  English 
and  his  wife,  who  were  accused,  helping 
them  to  escape  from  the  Boston  jail 
Whither  they  had  been  removed  from 
Salem  and  sending  them  to  New  York 
for  safety.  He  was  a  prolific  writer  of 
sermons  and  other  treatises,  many  of 
which  were  published.  In  September, 
16SS,  his  sermons  had  reached  the  num¬ 
ber  of  4,070.  He  wrote  several  hundred 
more  before  his  death. 

3..  JOSEPH  BAKER. 

JOSEPH  BAKER,  son  of  John  Baker  and 
Sarah  Pike,  born  25  January,  1714,  mar¬ 
ried  in  1739,  Hannah  Lovewell,  daughter 
of  Captain  John  Lovewell,  of  Pembroke, 
whose  name  is  written  large  in  the 
early  history  of  the  colonies.  He  was 
unexcelled  as  an  Indian  fighter,  hav¬ 
ing  inaugurated  what  was  called  “Love- 
welFs  War,”  and  in  the  Battle  of  Pig- 
wacket,  he  was  killed  by  the  enemy,  25  May, 
1725. 
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When  Hannah  Lovewell  married  Joseph 
Baker,  31  May,  1739,  they  lived  in  Pem¬ 
broke,  on  lands  granted  those  whose  fathers 
had  been  killed  in  battle.  Joseph  was  com¬ 
missioned  a  captain  of  the  foot  company  of 
Suncook,  by  Governor  Wentworth,  in  1758. 
He  served  as  a  private  in  numerous  military 
expeditions  and  in  the  French  and  Indian 
Wars.  He  was  a  member  of  the  Third 
Provincial  Congress  of  New  Hampshire. 

Eleven  were  the  children  born  to 
Joseph  Baker  and  his  wdfe,  Hannah 
Lovewell. 

1.  Joseph,  born  7  November,  1740, 
(of  whom  later.) 

2.  Lovewell,  born  18  September,  1743? 
married  Mary  Worth,  of  Pembroke. 

3.  Hannah,  bom  30  September,  1745, 
married  Ebenezer  Fry. 

4.  Thomas,  born  30  March,  1748, 
married  widow  Ruth  Whittemore. 

5.  Sarah,  born  6  August,  1750,  mar¬ 
ried  Colonel  Obediah  Clement,  of  W  ar¬ 
ren. 
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6.  Mary,  born  29  July,  1752?  died  two 
years  later. 

7.  John,  born  2  May,  1754,  died  at 
the  age  of  three  years. 

8.  Mary,  born  39  June,  1757,  married, 
1.  Jonathan  Budge;  2,  Isaiah  Harney. 

9.  Susannah,  born  27  July,  1759,  mar¬ 
ried  Jonathan  Pettingill,  of  Peacham, 
Vermont. 

10.  Elizabeth,  born  19  February, 
1763,  married  Peter  Whittemore,  of 
Salisbury. 

11.  Esther,  born  26  January,  1767, 
married  Daniel  Tilton,  of  Meredith. 

LOVEWELL  EXCURSUS. 

ACCORDING  to  the  British  auth¬ 
orities  *  cn  surnames,  Lovell, 
Louell,  Lowell,  and  Lovewell 
were  originally  the  same.  Thomas 
Lovewell,  the  pioneer,  bom  in 
England,  in  1607,  settled  in  Ips¬ 
wich,  Mass.  It  has  been  stated 
that  his  father  fought  in  Crom- 

*  Bardsley,  Lower,  and  others. 
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well’s  army.  His  son  John,  is  buried 
along  side  his  father  in  the  old  Ipswich 
cemetery,  having  died  in  1718.  He  was 
survived  by  a  John,  Jr.,  who  was  the 
famous  Captain  John,  the  hero  of  the 
Battle  of  Pigwacket,  and  who  was  killed 
by  the  Indians,  25  May,  1725. 

Zacchius  ,an  uncle  of  Captain  John, 
commanded  a  New  Hampshire  regiment 
in  the  French  and  Indian  War.  The 
Lovewells  intermaried  with  the  Hales, 
Hassels,  Chapmans  and  other  well 
known  New  England  families. 

4.  JOSEPH  BAKER. 

JOSEPH  BAKER,  son  of  Captain 

Joseph,  was  of  Bow,  New  Hampshire, 

where  he  married  in  1762,  Marion 

Moor,  who  was  bom  in  1748.  The  Moor 

family  history  was  decidedly  obscure  up  to 

quite  recently  when  important  Bible  records 

were  found  in  New  Hampshire.  The  father 

of  Marion  Moor,  was  Lieutenant  John  Moor, 

born  in  1706,  who  married  in  Boston  in  1732, 

one  Margaret  Jack.  John  was  an  ensign  in 

Captain  Richard  Emery’s  Company,  Colonel 
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Meserve’s  Regiment,  which  served  in  the 
Crown  Point  Expedition,  from  March  to 
November,  1757.  We  find  in  the  New 
Hampshire  Adjutant  General's  report,  1866, 
that  John  •Moor  was  a  first  lieutenant  in 
Captain  Lovewell's  Expedition,  from  March 
to  December,  1760. 

In  those  pre-revolutionary  days  of  large 
families,  it  was  to  be  expected  that  Joseph 
Baker  and  his  wife  Marion,  would  have  a 
long  list  of  off-spring,  but  the  number  of 
their  children  fell  slightly  below  the  average. 
They  were  the  parents  of  nine,  seven  sons 
and  two  daughters.  Of  the  last  two,  Hannah 
married  Benjamin  Huntoon,  and  Mary  Ann 
married  Samuel  Dow\ 

The  seven  sons  are  enrolled  as  under : 

1.  John,  born  4  September,  1763,  died 
in  Conway,  29  December,  1832,  and 
married  Mary  Thompson. 

2.  James,  bom  8  March,  1765  mar¬ 
ried  in  1793,  Judith  Whittemore. 

3.  Daniel,  born  2  April,  1766,  married 
Elizabeth  Swett. 

4.  Jesse,  born  5  September,  1769, 
died  1847,  married  Sarah  Whittemore. 
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5.  Joseph,  born  18  September,  1777, 
married  twice:  1.  Anna  (Hook)  Batch- 
eller;  2.  Betsy  (Wood)  Chamberlain. 

6.  Phillip,  born  16  November,  1782, 
and  who  died  in  1837,  married  Mary 
Dow. 

7.  Mark,  born  2  May,  1785,  was  the 
father  of  Mary  Baker  Eddy. 

5.  MARK  BAKER. 

Genealogically,  the  account  of 

Mark  Baker,  of  Bow,  New  Hampshire, 
would  read  as  follows:  Mark,  of  Bow, 
son  of  Joseph,  born  2  May,  1785;  died  Til¬ 
ton,  New  Hampshire,  1872;  married,  1, 
Abigail  Bernard  Ambrose,  daughter  of  Dea¬ 
con  Nathaniel  Ambrose  and  Phoebe  Love  joy, 
of  Pembroke,  New  Hampshire.  She  died  1 
November,  1849,  and  Mark  married  2.  Mrs. 
Elizabeth  (Paterson)  Dunn,  of  Tilton,  New 
Hampshire,  1  October,  1850. 

On  the  Ambrose  side  of  Mrs.  Eddy’s  an¬ 
cestry,  there  is  a  chapter  to  be  told  of  her 
maternal  descent,  and  this  will  be  found  in  a 
separate  part  of  this  small  history. 
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Mark  Baker  was  a  typical  Puritan  of  the 
Puritans.  Assertive,  serious  minded,  intel¬ 
lectual  for  that  day  and  age  was  this  man, 
whose  home  was  a  religious  center,  a  haven 
for  the  ministers  and  clergymen  of  the  times. 
The  wife  of  this  household  was  a  woman  of 
earnest  piety,  known  for  her  gentleness  and 
good  natured  hospitality. 

“Hid  away  from  the  world’s  intrusion/’ 
says  John  Buckley  Willis,  in  volume  one,  of 
State  Builders,  “These  early  settlers  spent 
their  quiet  and  though ful  years  in  close 
touch  with  nature.  They  knew  far  less  of 
the  world’s  fitful  philosophies  than  of  the 
Ten  Commandments  and  the  Golden  Rule. 
Their  habits  were  simple,  wholesome,  Christ¬ 
ian,  and  their  ideals,  impulses  and  their 
integrities  constituted  the  greater  patrimony 
of  their  children,  who  were  all  made  rich 
thereby.” 

The  children  of  Mark  Baker  and  Abigail 
Ambrose  were  six  in  number,  the  Mary  who 
was  to  become  the  founder  of  the  Christian 
Science  movement,  being  the  sixth  and  the 

youngest.  These  were  the  brothers  and 
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sisters  of  the  family,  in  the  chronological 
order  of  their  birth: 

1.  Samuel  Dow  Baker,  born  in  Bow, 
8  July,  180S.  He  married  1,  Eliza  Ann 
Glover,  and  upon  her  death,  removed  to 
Boston,  where  he  married,  2.  Mary 
Ann  Cook.  Samuel  died  near  Boston, 
23  September,  1S6S. 

2.  Albert  Baker  bom  in  Bow,  5  Feb¬ 
ruary,  1810.  He  graduated  from  Dart¬ 
mouth,  in  1834,  and  died  in  Hillsboro, 
17  October,  1841.  Unmarried. 

3.  'George  Sullivan  Baker,  born  7  Au¬ 
gust,  1812,  married  Martha  Drew  Rand, 
in  1849,  and  died  in  Sanbornton,  in  1867. 

4.  Abigail  Beman  Baker,  born  15 
January,  1816,  married  Alexander  H. 
Tilton,  of  Tilton.  They  had  children, 
Albert  and  Evelyn. 

5.  MaFtha  Smith  Baker,  born  19 
January,  1819,  married  Luther  C.  Pills- 
bury,  of  Concord. 

6.  MARY  MORSE  BAKER,  bom  16 
July,  1821,  in  Bow,  New  Hampshire. 
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At  the  age  of  fifteen,  she  removed  with 
her  parents  to  Meredith,  New  Hamp¬ 
shire,  and  at  seventeen  became  a  mem¬ 
ber  of  the  Tilton  Congregrational 
Church. 

A  son  of  Reverend  Enoch  Corser,  who 
knew  Mary  Baker,  as  a  child,  has  written  of 
her:  “She  wras  about  fifteen  when  I  first 
knew  her,  and  I  well  remember  her  gift  of 
expression  which  was  very  marked.  She  and 
my  father  used  to  converse  on  deep  subjects 
— -too  deep  for  me.  She  stands  in  my  mind 
as  my  father’s  most  brilliant  pupil.” 

Mary  Morse  Baker  married  *  Colonel 
George  Washington  Glover,  of  Tilton,  11 
December,  1843.  Mr.  Glover  died  in 
Wilmington,  North  Carolina,  in  June, 
1844.  She  -then-  married'2  Asa  Gilbert 
Eddy,  1  January,  1877,  in  Lynn,  Mass. 
He  died  3  June,  1882.  Mrs.  Eddy  passed 
away  3  December,  1910,  having  nearly 
reached  her  ninetieth  year. 
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THE  AMBROSE  FAMILY. 

THE  name  of  Ambrose  still  lingers  in 
County  Lancashire,  in  the  villages  of  Lo- 
wick  and  Woodplumpton.  The  family 
is  not  a  numerous  one  in  either  England  or 
America.  There  is  no  record  of  the  Ameri¬ 
can  branch  of  the  name  in  either  print  or 
manuscript.  We  know  that  Henry  Ambrose, 
who  was  born  in  Lancashire,  in  1613,  came 
to  Massachusetts  about  the  year  1632,  and 
settled  in  Salisbury,  where  he  married  in 
1639,  a  lady  who  is  familiar  to  us  only  as 
Susannah.  This  pioneer  Ambrose  died  in 
Boston,  in  1658. 

2.  HENRY  AMBROSE. 

The  original  Ambrose  had  two  children,,,  a 
son  Llenry,  born  in  1651,  and  a  daughter 
Abigail,  born  28  December,  1654.  Henry 
Ambrose  married  hi  October,  1672,  the  widow 
Hannah  Worcester.  Their  children,  as  far 
as  known,  numbered  three,  as  follows: 
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Dorothy,  born  in  Salisbury,  21  Sep¬ 
tember,  1673,  who  married  Samuel 
Colby. 

Nathaniel,  born  14  December,  1677, 
who  married  Sarah  Eastman. 

William,  born  in  1679,  who  married,  6 
January,  1697,  Elizabeth  Matlock. 

The  widow,  Hannah  Worcester  was  prob¬ 
ably  the  relict  of  the  Reverend  William 
Worcester,  who  became  the  first  minister  of 
Salisbuiy,  in  1638.  The  family  became  well 
know  n  in  New  England,  Noah,  a  grandson 
of  William,  becoming  founder  of  the  Massa¬ 
chusetts  Peace  Society. 

3.  NATHANIEL  AMBROSE. 

Born  in  1677,  Nathaniel  Ambrose  married 
at  the  age  of  nineteen,  Sarah  Eastman,  a 
daughter  of  Roger  Eastman,  of  Salisbury. 
We  have  a  record  of  the  birth  of  two  child¬ 
ren,  Elizabeth,  bom  14  December,  1698,  and 
John,  born  28  September,  1767.  Elizabeth 
married  Benjamin  Boden,  2  October,  1721. 
The  wTife  of  John  was  called  Elizabeth,  but 
her  last  name  and  the  date  of  their  marriage 

has  not  been  ascertained. 
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4.  JOHN  A^IBKOSE. 

As  far  as  the  records  show,  John  Ambrose 
and  his  wife  Elizabeth,  had  but  one  child,  a 

son  whom  they  named  Robert. 

5.  ROBERT  AMBROSE. 

Robert  Ambrose  was  a  resident  of  Salis¬ 
bury,  until  he  reached  manhood,  when  he 
removed  to  East  Concord,  where  he  married 
and  raised  a  family.  Details  of  this  genera¬ 
tion,  however  are  sadlv  lacking.  The  record 
gives  us  the  name  of  Nathaniel,  who  was 
the  grandfather  of  Mary  Baker  Eddy. 

6.  NATHANIEL  AMBROSE. 

Nathaniel  Ambrose  died  in  Deerfield,  in 
1735.  He  married  twice.  He  married  first  in 
Concord,  29  February,  1776,  Phoebe  Love- 
joy,  a  daughter  of  David  Lovejoy.  She  was 
bom  in  1755.  She  was  a  granddaughter  of 
William  Lovejoy  and  Hannah  Evans.  Be¬ 
fore  her  death  in  179S,  Phoebe  had  borne  her 
husband  seven  children.

The  Sermon  On  The  Mount. 

(1.  St  Matthew,  V.  VI.  VII.) 

ND  seeing  the  multitudes,  he  went  up 
into  the  mountain:  and  when  he  had 


•*-  sat  down,  his  disciples  came  unto  him: 
and  he  opened  his  mouth  and  taught  them, 
saying, 

Blessed  are  the  poor  in  spirit:  for  theirs 
is  the  kingdom  of  heaven. 

Blessed  are  they  that  mourn:  for  they 
shall  be  comforted. 

Blessed  are  the  meek:  for  they  shall  in¬ 
herit  the  earth. 

Blessed  are  they  that  hunger  and  thirst 
after  righteousness:  for  they  shall  be  filled. 

Blessed  are  the  merciful:  for  they  shall 
obtain  mercy. 

Blessed  are  the  pure  in  heart :  for  they 
shall  see  God. 

Blessed  are  the  peacemakers:  for  they 
shall  be  called  sons  of  God. 

Blessed  are  they  that  have  been  persecuted 
for  righteousness’  sake:  for  theirs  is  the 
kingdom  of  heaven.  Blessed  are  ye  when  men 
shall  reproach  you,  and  persecute  you,  and 
say  all  manner  of  evil  against  you  falsely,  for 
my  sake.  Rejoice,  and  be  exceedingly  glad: 
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for  great  is  your  reward  in  heaven:  for  so 
persecuted  they  the  prophets  which  were 
before  you. 

Ye  are  the  salt  of  the  earth:  but  if  the  salt 
have  lost  its  savour,  wherewith  shall  it  be 
salted?  it  is  thenceforth  good  for  nothing, 
but  to  be  cast  out  and  trodden  under  foot  of 
men.  Ye  are  the  light  of  the  world.  A  city 
set  on  a  hill  cannot  be  hid.  Neither  do  men 
light  a  lamp,  and  put  it  under  the  bushel,  but 
on  the  stand;  and  it  shineth  unto  all  that 
are  in  the  house.  Even  so  let  your  light  shine 
before  men,  that  they  may  see  your  good 
works,  and  glorify  your  Father  which  is  in 
heaven. 

Think  not  that  I  came  to  destroy  the  law 
or  the  prophets:  I  came  not  to  destroy,  but 
to  fullfil.  For  verily  I  say  unto  you,  Till 
heaven  and  earth  pass  away,  one  jot  or  one 
title  shall  in  no  wise  pass  away  from  the  law, 
till  all  things  be  accomplished.  Whosoever 
therefore  shall  break  one  of  these  least  com¬ 
mandments,  and  shall  teach  men  so,  shall  be 
called  least  in  the  kingdom  of  heaven:  but 
whosoever  shall  do  and  teach  them,  he  shall 
be  called  great  in  the  kingdom  of  heaven. 
For  I  say  unto  you,  that  except  your  right- 
sousness  shall  exceed  the  righteousness  of 
the  scribes  and  Pharisees,  ye  shall  in  no  wise 
enter  into  the  kingdom  of  heaven. 

Ye  have  heard  that  it  was  said  to  them  of 
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old  time,  Thou  shalt  not  kill;  and  whosoever 
shall  kill  shall  be  in  danger  of  the  judgement: 
but  I  say  unto  you,  that  every  one  who  is 
angry  with  his  brother  shall  be  in  danger  of 
the  judgement;  and  whosoever  shall  say  to 
his  brother,  Raca,  shall  be  in  danger  of  the 
council;  and  whosoever  shall  say,  Thou  fool, 
shall  be  in  danger  of  the  hell  of  fire.  If 
therefore  thou  art  offering  thy  gift  at  the 
altar,  and  there  rememberest  that  th}' 
brother  hath  ought  against  thee,  leave  thy 
gift  before  the  altar,  and  go  thy  way,  first 
be  reconciled  to  thy  brother,  and  then  come 
and  offer  thy  gift.  Agree  with  thine  adver¬ 
sary  quickly,  whiles  thou  art  with  him  in  the 
way ;  lest  haplv  the  adversarv  deliver  thee  to 
the  judge,  and  the  judge  deliver  thee  to  the 
officer,  and  thou  be  cast  into  prison.  Verily 
I  say  unto  thee,  Thou  shalt  by  no  means 
come  out  thence,  till  thou  have  paid  the  last 
farthing. 

Ye  have  heard  that  it  was  said,  Thou  shalt 
not  commit  adultery:  but  I  say  unto  you, 
that  every  one  that  looketh  on  a  woman  to 
lust  after  her  hath  committed  adultery  with 
her  already  in  his  heart.  And  if  thy  right 
eye  causeth  thee  to  stumble,  pluck  it  out,  and 
cast  it  from  thee:  for  it  is  profitable  for 
thee  that  one  of  thy  members  should  perish, 
and  not  thy  whole  body  be  cast  into  hell. 
And  if  thy  right  hand  causeth  thee  to 
stumble,  cut  it  off,  and  cast  it  from  thee: 
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for  it  is  profitable  for  thee  that  one  of  thy 
members  should  perish  and  not  thy  whole 
body  go  into  hell.  It  was  said  also,  Who¬ 
soever  shall  put  away  his  wife,  let  him  give 
her  a  writing  of  divorcement :  but  I  say  unto 
you,  that  every  one  that  putteth  away  his 
wife,  saving  for  the  cause  of  fornication, 
maketh  her  an  adultress :  and  whosoever 
shall  marry  her  when  she  is  put  away  com- 
mitteth  adultery. 

Again,  ye  have  heard  that  is  was  said  to 
them  of  old  time.  Thou  shalt  not  forswear 
thyself,  but  shalt  perform  unto  the  Lord 
thine  oaths:  but  I  say  unto  you.  Swear  not  at 
all ;  neither  by  the  heaven,  for  it  is  the  throne 
of  God:  nor  by  the  earth,  for  it  is  the  foot¬ 
stool  of  his  feet ;  nor  by  Jerusalem,  for  it  is 
the  city  of  the  great  King.  Neither  shalt 
thou  swear  by  thy  head,  for  thou  canst  not 
make  one  hair  white  or  black.  But  let  your 
speech  be,  Yea,  yea;  Nay,  nay:  and  whatso¬ 
ever  is  more  than  these  is  of  the  evil  one. 

Ye  have  heard  that  it  was  said,  An  eye 
for  an  eye,  and  a  tooth  for  a  tooth:  but  I  say 
unto  you,  Resist  not  him  that  is  evil:  but 
whosoever  smiteth  thee  on  thy  right  cheek, 
turn  to  him  the  other  also.  And  if  any  man 
would  go  to  law  with  thee,  and  take  away 
thy  coat,  let  him  have  thy  cloake  also.  And 
whosoever  shall  compel  thee  to  go  one  mile, 
go  with  him  twain.  Give  to  him  that  asketh 
thee,  and  from  him  that  would  borrow  of 
thee  turn  not  thou  away. 
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Ye  have  heard  that  it  was  said,  Thou  shalt 
love  thy  neighbor,  and  hate  thine  enemy:  but. 
I  say  unto  you,  Love  your  enemies,  and  pray 
for  them  that  persecute  you ;  that  ye  may  be 
sons  of  your  Father  which  is  in  heaven:  for 
he  maketh  his  sun  to  rise  on  the  evil  and  the 
good,  and  sendeth  rain  on  the  just  and  the 
unjust.  For  if  ye  love  them  that  love  you, 
what  reward  have  ye?  do  not  ever  the  pub¬ 
licans  the  same?  And  if  ye  salute  your 
brethren  only,  what  do  ye  more  than  others?, 
do  not  even  the  Gentiles  the  same?  Ye 
therefore  shall  be  perfect,  as  your  heavenly 
Father  is  perfect. 

Take  heed  that  ye  do  not  your  righteous-, 
ness  before  men,  to  be  seen  of  them:  else  ye 
have  no  rew'ard  with  your  Father  which  is 
in  heaven. 

When  therefore  thou  doest  alms,  sound  not 
a  trumpet  before  thee,  as  the  hypocrites  do 
in  the  synagogues  and  in  the  streets,  that 
they  may  have  glory  of  men.  Verily  I  say. 
unto  you,  They  have  received  their  reward. 
But  when  thou  doest  alms,  let  not  thy  left 
hand  know  what  thy  right  hand  doeth:  that 
thine  alms  may  be  in  secret:  and  thy  Father 
which  seeth  in  secret  shall  recompense  thee.. 

And  when  ye  pray,  ye  shall  not  be  as  the* 
hypocrites:  for  they  love  to  stand  and  pray 
in  the  synagogues  and  in  the  corners  of  the 
streets,  that  they  may  be  seen  of  men.' 
Verily  I  say  unto  you,  They  have  received 
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their  reward.  But  thou,  when  thou  prayest, 
enter  into  thine  inner  chamber,  and  having 
shut  thy  door,  pray  to  thy  Father  which  is 
in  secret,  and  thy  Father  which  seeth  in 
secret  shali  recompense  thee.  And  in  pray¬ 
ing  use  not  vain  repetitions,  as  the  Gentiles 
do:  for  they  think  that  they  shall  be  heard 
for  their  much  speaking.  Be  not  therefore 
like  unto  them:  for  your  Father  knoweth 
what  things  ye  have  need  of,  before  ye  ask 
him.  After  this  manner  therefore  pray  ye: 

Our  Father  which  art  in  heaven,  Hallowed 
be  thy  name.  Thy  kingdom  come.  Thy  will 
be  done,  as  in  heaven,  so  on  earth.  Give  us 
this  day  our  daily  bread.  And  forgive  us  our 
debts,  as  we  also  have  forgiven  our  debtors. 
And  bring  us  not  into  tempation,  but  deliver 
us  from  the  evil  one.  For  if  ye  forgive  men 
their  trespasses,  your  heavenly  Father  will 
also  forgive  you.  But  if  ye  forgive  not  men 
their  trespasses,  neither  will  your  Father 
forgive  your  trespasses. 

Moreover  when  ye  fast,  be  not,  as  the 
hypocrites,  of  a  sad  countenance:  for  they 
disfigure  their  faces,  that  they  may  be  seen 
of  men  to  fast.  Verily  I  say  unto  you,  They 
have  received  their  reward.  But  thou,  when 
thou  fastest,  anoint  thy  head,  and  wash  thy 
face;  that  thou  be  not  seen  of  men  to  fast, 
but  of  thy  Father  which  is  in  secret:  and  thy 
Father,  which  seeth  in  secret,  shall  recom¬ 
pense  thee. 
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Lay  not  up  for  yourselves  treasures  upon 
the  earth,  where  moth  and  rust  doth  con¬ 
sume,  and  where  thieves  break  through  and 
steal:  but  lay  up  for  yourselves  treasures 
in  heaven,  where  neither  moth  nor  rust  doth 
consume,  and  where  thieves  do  not  break 
through  nor  steal:  for  where  thy  treasure 
is,  there  will  thy  heart  be  also.  The  lamp  of 
the  body  is  the  eye:  if  therefore  thine  eye 
be  single,  thy  whole  body  shall  be  full  of 
light.  But  if  thine  eye  be  evil,  thy  whole 
body  shall  be  full  of  darkness.  If  therefore 
the  light  that  is  in  thee  be  darkness,  how 
great  is  the  darkness!  No  man  can  serve 
two  masters :  for  either  he  will  hate  the  one, 
and  love  the  other;  or  else  he  will  hold  to 
one,  and  dispise  the  other.  Ye  cannot  serve 
God  and  mammon.  Therefore  I  say  unto  you. 
Be  not  anxious  for  your  life,  what  ye  shall 
eat,  or  what  ye  shall  drink ;  nor  yet  for  your 
body,  what  ye  shall  put  on.  Is  not  the  life 
more  than  the  food,  and  the  body  more  than 
the  raiment?  Behold  the  birds  of  the 
heaven,  that  they  sow  not,  neither  do  they 
reap,  nor  gather  into  barns;  and  your 
heavenly  Father  feedeth  them.  Are  not  ye 
of  much  more  value  than  they?  And  which 
of  you  by  being  anxious  can  add  one  cubit 
unto  his  stature?  And  why  are  ye  anxious 
concerning  raiment?  Consider  the  lilies  of 
the  field,  how  they  grow ;  they  toil  not, 
neither  do  they  spin :  yet  I  say  unto  you.  that 
even  Solomon  in  all  his  glory  was  not  arrayed 
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like  one  of  these.  But  if  God  doth  so  clothe 
the  grass  of  the  field,  which  to-day  is,  and 
to-morrow  is  cast  into  the  oven,  shall  he  not 
much  more  clothe  you,  0  ye  of  little  faith? 
Be  not  therefore  anxious,  saying,  What  shall 
we  eat  ?  or  What  shall  we  drink  ?  or  Where¬ 
withal  shall  we  be  clothed?  For  after  all 
these  things  do  the  Gentiles  seek;  for  your 
heavenly  Father  knoweth  that  ye  have  need 
of  all  these  things.  But  seek  ye  first  his 
kingdom,  and  his  righteousness ;  and  all  these 
things  shall  be  added  unto  you.  Be  not 
therefore  anxious  for  the  morrow:  for  the 
morrow  will  be  anxious  for  itself.  Sufficient 
unto  the  day  is  the  evil  thereof. 

Judge  not,  that  ye  be  not  judged.  For 
with  what  judgement  ye  judge,  ye  shall  be 
judged:  and  with  what  measure  ye  mete,  it 
shall  be  measured  unto  you.  And  why  be- 
holdest  thou  the  mote  that  is  in  thy  brother’s 
eye,  but  considerest  not  the  beam  that  is  in 
thine  own  eye?  Or  how  wilt  thou  say  to 
thy  brother,  Let  me  cast  out  the  mote  out  of 
thine  eye;  to  lo,  the  beam  is  in  thine  own 
eye  ?  Thou  hypocrite,  cast  out  first  the  beam 
out  of  thine  own  eye;  and  then  shalt  thou 
see  clearly  to  cast  out  the  mote  out  of  thy 
brother’s  eye. 

Give  not  that  which  is  holy  unto  the  dogs, 
neither  cast  your  pearls  before  the  swine, 
lest  haply  they  trample  them  under  their 
feet,  and  turn  and  rend  you. 
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Ask,  and  it  shall  be  given  you;  seek  and 
ye  shall  find;  knock,  and  it  shall  be  opened 
unto  you:  for  every  one  that  asketh  receiv- 
eth;  and  he  that  seeketh  findeth;  and  to  him 
that  knocketh  it  shall  be  opened.  Or  what 
man  is  there  of  you,  who,  if  his  son  shall 
ask  him  for  a  loaf,  will  give  him  a  stone ;  or 
if  he  shall  ask  him  for  a  fish,  will  give  him  a 
serpent?  If  ye  then,  being  evil,  know  how 
to  give  good  gifts  unto  your  children,  how 
much  more  shall  your  Father  which  is  in 
heaven  give  good  things  to  them  that  ask 
him?  All  things  therefore  whatsoever  ye 
would  that  men  should  do  unto  you,  even  so 
do  ye  unto  them:  for  this  is  the  law  and  the 
prophets. 

Enter  ye  in  by  the  narrow  gate:  for  wide 
is  the  the  gate,  and  broad  is  the  way,  that 
leadeth  to  destruction,  and  many  be  they 
that  enter  thereby.  For  narrow  is  the  gate, 
and  straitened  the  way,  that  leadeth  unto 
life,  and  few  be  they  that  find  it. 

Beware  of  false  prophets,  which  come  to 
you  in  sheep’s  clothing,  but  inwardly  are 
ravening  wolves.  By  their  fruits  ye  shall 
know  them.  Do  men  gather  grapes  of 
thorns,  or  figs  of  thistles?  Even  so  every 
good  tree  bringeth  forth  good  fruit;  but  the 
corrupt  tree  bringeth  forth  evil  fruit.  A 
good  tree  cannot  bring  forth  evil  fruit, 
neither  can  a  corrupt  tree  bring  forth  good 
fruit.  Every  tree  that  bringeth  not  forth 
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good  fruit  is  hewn  down,  and  cast  into  the 
fire.  Therefore  by  their  fruits  ye  shall  know 
them.  Not  every  one  that  saith  unto  me, 
Lord,  Lord,  shall  enter  into  the  kingdom  of 
heaven;  but  he  that  doeth  the  will  of  my 
Father  which  is  in  heaven.  Many  will  say  to 
me  in  that  day,  Lord,  Lord,  did  we  not 
prophesy  by  thy  name,  and  by  thy  name 
cast  out  devils,  and  by  thy  name  do  many 
mighty  works?  And  then  will  I  profess  unto 
them,  I  never  knew  you:  depart  from  me, 
ye  that  work  iniquity.  Every  one  there¬ 
fore  which  heareth  these  words  of  mine,  and 
doeth  them,  shall  be  likened  unto  a  wise 
man,  which  built  his  house  upon  the  rock: 
and  the  rain  descended,  and  the  floods  came, 
and  the  winds  blew,  and  beat  upon  that 
house;  and  it  fell  not:  for  it  was  founded 
upon  the  rock.  And  every  one  that  heareth 
these  words  of  mine,  and  doeth  them  not, 
shall  be  likened  unto  a  foolish  man,  which 
built  his  house  upon  the  sand:  and  the  rain 
descended,  and  the  floods  came,  and  the 
winds  blew,  and  smote  upon  that  house;  and 
it  fell:  and  great  was  the  fall  thereof. 
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
